That the ravages of the fire blight 


in Adams County orchards has 
been 


over-estimated is the belief of the ap 
pie growers who are close to 
condi­ 


tions generally and have experienced 
visitations of this trouble 
in 
other 


years. Men, new in the apple business, 
who are having their first experience 
with the blight, do not realize 
that 


this year’s affection is not very 
se­ 


vere and are more worried over 
its 


appearance than the actual state 
of 
affairs warrants. 


There is no question, however, 
ac- 
j cording to well informed orchardists 


that the blight is goin** to affect 
the 
size of the crop this year to no small 


degree. The blight is a bacterial dis­ 


ease which lies dormant during 
the 
winter months. This spring it exuded 


a sweet <ap just about the time 
the 


apple trees were in full bloom. 
The 


sap attracted the l*»es and they 
car­ 
ried the disease about from one 
tree 


to another just when 
the 
blossoms 


were most susceptible and, 
for 
this 
reason, the crop will he much affected. 


In years when the blight was really 
erious, some growers remember that 


ihe entire top of the orchard 
would 


{ l**ar a brownish appearance. Few 
or- 
j chards are now suffering this serious-

London, July 8.—The Russians have 
administered a tem porary ( heck, at j 
least to the Austro-German advance 
north through Russian Poland toward 
Lublin and W arsaw. 
In a Hank attac k on the heights to 
the northw est of Wilkoloz, east of 
Krasnik, they held up the advance, 
took 2000 prisoners and killed 2000, 
Since then they have held the lines 
between the 
W ieprz river aud the 
western branch of the Bug river, a s ! 
well an In other sectors. 
1 
The announcem ent that 2000 dead 
were found In front of the line indi­ 
cates Teuton casualties of from 10,000 
to 12,000, according to the military es­ 
timates, and it shown that the Grand 
Duke Nicholas m ust have succeeded 
in a flank m ovement which cut off the 
prLsoners from the main body of the 
forces. 
While the action may not seem im­ 
portant so far as the numbers cap­ 
tured or killed, it is a promise that 
the Russians are getting into a post 
tion to fight back, and further, that 
the morale of the troops has not been 
destroyed. Before the troops of the 
Austrians and G erm ans roach W arsaw 
or Brest Litovsk they will have much 
hard fighting to do.

Renew Drive Against Warsaw. 
Berlin, July 8.—German troops have 
renewed their drive against W ariaw 
from the west. 
The official report from the general 
staff 
announces 
that 
the 
Germans 
have taken by storm Hill No. 95, to 
the south of Borzllow. 
The report also announces the cap­ 
ture of more than 4600 Russians In 
the operations in Galicia and Poland. 
The report follow*: 
"On the west bank of the upper Via 
tula we made good progress. 
"To the east of the Vistula there 
was no Important change. 
"During tile pursuit of the Russians 
to the Zlota Lipa river from July 3 
to July 5 the Germ ans captured 4850. 
men. The num ber of prisoners made 
south of 
Blale 
Bloto has been in 
creased to seven officers aud about 
8<*ft men. 
"In Poland, south of the Vistula 
the Germans storm ed height 95, to 
the east of Doiowatka and south al 
B o n y mow. The Russian losses were 
very considerable. Ten machine guns, 
one revolver gun and a quantity of 
rifles were taken. 
"More to the northward, near th# 
V'istula river, a Russian charge was 
repulsed." 


Paris, July 8.—-After a heavy bom­ 
bardment of the allies’ position at the 
Dardanelles, Turkish troops opened a 
general 
attack on 
Monday in the 
greatest attem pt yet made to drive 
the allies from the Gallipoli peninsula, 
Paris reports. 
The O ttom an troops were mowed 
down by the French artilelry, machine 
guns and rifles, most of the attacking 
forces being slaughtered. 
Details of the conflict are given in 
the following official communication: 
"At the 
Dardanelles 
the 
Turks 
launched, on July 5, a general attack 
of greater strength than 
had been 
made during the early attem pts to 
drive us bach to the sea. 
"For four hours an extremely in 
tense artillery fire was directed upon 
our lines and on the rear zone of the 
Franco-British trollops. Following this, 
the enemy attem pted several infantry 
attacks, but not 
one 
succeeded in 
reaching our trenches. 
"Decimated by our fire and mowed 
down by rifles and 
machine guns, 
most of the assailants were left dead 
on the ground. 
"During the entire action, the en­ 
emy’s batteries on the Asiatic coast 
kept up an incessant fire. A Turkish 
cruiser crossing between Mados and 
('banak took part in tile action. 
"Several of the enem y’s aviators 
undertook a bombardment 
of 
our 
lines. 
In the evening fifteen allied 
aviators flew over the Turkish aero 
drome at ( banak and 
threw many 
bombs, one large 
shell hitting the 
principal hangar."

New York, July 8.—W ireless warn 
lngs flashed over the ocean to the tin

Philadelphia 
and 
Saxonia 
thai 
Frank Holt, who killed himself in the 
Mineola jail, had placed bombe aboard 
one of them to explode *ln mUdocean. 
The two vessels carry 1000 passen 
gers. 
The 
Philadelphia 
replied that a 
thorough search had not revealed any 
bombs on board. The Saxonia has nol 
replied, due probably to her wireless 
power being too weak. 
Holt wrote his wife that som ew hen 
on the ocean the liner Saxonia or the 
Philadelphia—he w asn’t sure which— 
woudd be destroyed on Wednesday. A 
dynam ite 
bomb, 
containing 
thirty 
pounds of explosive 
which Holt ie 
known to have received and which 
has not been accounted for, is bellev 
cd by the police to be the m eans Holt 
had chosen to destroy the ship. 
N othing more dram atic in the last 
few crowded days of Holt’s Life has 
come to light than the warning of de 
structioa that was uncovered after hi* 
death. 
His confession that he placed 
the bomb In the capitol at Washing 
ton last Frlda.v, his attem pted asassi- 
nation of Morgan, the growing belle! 
that he was Mu en ter, culminating in 
bia positive ideuUcation and his sen 
sational 
suicide by leaping twenty 
feet from the top of his cell to the 
floor, formed a series of events to 
which the threatened destruction of 
the Philadelphia or the Saxonia fitted 
as a stab lin g climax. 
He was post 
lively 
identified aa Erich Muenter 
who poisoned his wife at Harvard in 
1906. 
The powerful wireless stations ot 
the navy departm ent were enlisted in 
the efforts to prevent the threatened 
disaster at sea. 
In answ er to the 
warning there was received a message 
from the captain of the Philadelphia 
which said everything on board had 
been identified and that ail was well 
The Saxonia has not replied. 
Her 
failure to do so was attributed to the 
w eakness of her wireless plant, which 
ould not, it was thought, span the 
distance from midocean to shore with 
out relay. 
Both the Saxonia and the Philadel 
phia left New York on July 3 for I.iv 
erpool. 
The text of Holt’s letter, telegraph 
ed' to the navy departm ent, was as 
follows; 
A steam er leaving New York for 
liverpool should sink. God willing, on 
7th. 
It is the Philadelphia or the 
Saxony (Saxonia), hut I am not quite 
sure, as these left on the second or 
third." 
On the margin of the letter was 
w ritte n : 
"T ear this off until after this h a p 
Pena." 
The former governor, whose name 
was withhold, communicated with Ma 
Jar Pullman, head of the Washington, 
D. C., police force, and Major Pullman 
at once transm itted the information 
to the United States navy departm ent 
and pollee headquarters In New York 
city. 
The substance of H olt’s letter was 
sent by radio to the commanders of 
the two vessels, as well as the depart­ 
m ent’s report that it had been unable 
to verify that explosives had been put 
aboard one ship or the other.

Ottoman Forces Mowed Down 


by Allies’ Artillery. 


Paris, July 8.— After a heavy bom 
b a ilm e n t of the allies’ ignition at the 
Dardanelles,*T urkish troops opened 
general 
attack 
on 
Monday in the 
greatest attem p t yet made to drive 
the allies from tile Gallipoli peninsula, 
J’aris reports. 
The Ottoman troops were mowed 
down by the French artllelry, machine 
guns and rifles, most of the attacking 
forces being slaughtered. 
Details of the conflict are given in 
the following official communication: 
“ At the 
Dardanelles 
the 
Turks 
launched, on July 5, a general attack 
of greater strength than had 
been 
made during the early attem pts to 
drive us back to the sea. 
"For four hours an extremely in 
terv-e artillery tire was directed upon 
our lines and on the rear zone of the 
Francp-Brttish trollops. Following this, 
the enemy attem pted several Infantry 
attacks, but not 
one 
succeeded In 
reaching our trenches. 
"Decimated by our fire and mowed 
down by rifles and 
machine guns, 
most of the assailants were left dead 
on the ground. 
"During the entire action, the en* 
em y’s batteries on the Asiatic coast 
kept up an Incessant fire. A Turkish 
cruiser crossing' between Mados and 
Chanak took part in the action. 
"Several of the enemy’s aviators 
undertook a bom bardment 
of 
our 
lines. 
In the evening fifteen allied 
aviators flew over the Turkish aero­ 
drome at ( ’hanak and 
threw many 
bombs, one large 
shell hitting the 
principal hangar."

In a flank attack on the helghta to 
the northw est of Wilkoloz, east of 
Krasnik, they held up the advance, 
took 2U00 prisoners and killed 2000. 
JSiuce then they have held the lines 
between the 
Wieprz river and the 
western branch of the Bug river, as 
well as In other sectors. 
The announcem ent that 20^0 dead 
were found in front of the line Indi­ 
cates Teuton casualties of from 10,000 
to 12,000, according to the military es­ 
timates, and it shows that the Grand 
Duke Nicholas must have succeeded 
in a flank movement which cut off the 
prisoners from the main body of the 
forces. 
While the action may not seem Im­ 
portant so far as the numbers cap­ 
tured or killed, It Is a promise that 
the Russians are getting Into a posi­ 
tion to fight back, and further, that 
the morale of the troops has not been 
destroyed. Before the troops of the 
Austrians and G ermans reach W arsaw 
or Brest Litovsk they will have much 
hard fighting to do.
